c.  Training 

(1 )  Training  was  conducted  every  day  of  the  89  days  in  tho  reporting  period. 

(2)  All  sections  within  the  batteries  conducted  training  comonsurate  with 
their  mission.

(1)  Communications: 

a)  Establishment  of  all  necessary  communications  for  cur  units  and  ite 
tactical  employment  have  been  accomplished.  With  the  movement  of  our  firing 
batteries  to  Song  Be,  Quan  Ldi,  and  Phi  Ha,  it  became  necessary  to  establish  an 
automatic  retransmission. statito  on  Nui  Ba  Ra.  This  station  is  operating 
successfully,  tying  the  battalion  together. 

b)  To  operate  our  retransmission  station,  personnel  have  been  trained  in 
radio  procedure,  operation  of  the  retransmission  unit,  and  generator  maintenance. 
They  are  being  employed  on  a  rotational  basis. 

(2)  Civic  Action 

a)  In  accordance  with  the  directives  of  higher  headquarters,  our  civilian 
affairs  program  has  been  curtailed.  Programs  not  involving  the  GVN  have  been 
avoided, 

b)  Our  S-5  personnel  continue  to  play  a  key  role  in  monitoring  the  payment 
of  Vietnamese  working  for  our  batteries.  The  S-5  provides  assistance  in  keeping 
the  administration  of  sub  funds  according  to  the  regulations,  and  the  employment: 
of  Vietnamese  nationals  on  a  basis  conducive  to  good  will  among  the  Vietnamese  and 
the  American  people.  The  battalion  surgeon  participates  actively  3  days  each  week 
in  tho  W3DCAP  program  at  Gasden  village. 

2.  (C)  Lessons  Learned:  Commanders  Observation.  Evaluation,  and  Recommendations. 

a.  Personnel  -  None 

b.  Intelligence  -  None 

c.  Operations: 

(1 )  Observation:  While  occupying  FSB  Jay,  B  Battery  was  attacked  by 
rockets  and  mortars  which  was  followod  by  a  ground  attack.  This  proved  that 
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certain  pr.'c.tuc  ions  taken  were  ot  the  utmost  importance  in  the  outcome  of  the  attack. 

(2)  Evaluation:  It  was  found  that: 

»)  The  cross  training  program  which  was  conducted  on  a  regular  basis 
prov  V.  beneficial,  ’toon  one  gun  crew  was  hit,  it  sustained  4  XIA's,  {Individuals 
from  the  communications  section  assumed  duties  at  the  gun,  which  provided 
dofonnivo  fires  during  the  attack, 

b)  A  fire  broke  out  in  one  of  the  pits.  The  fire  fighting  equipment  was 
close  at  hand.  Personnel  manned  the  equipment  and  the  fire  was  quickly  » 
extinguished, 

c)  One  gun  was  always  detailed  to  provide  self-illumination.  During  the 
attack  this  eliminated  much  confusion, 

d)  One  howitzer  was  hit  by  an  RPG  round.  It  was  felt  that  if  RPG  ecroon 
had  been  vised,  much  less  damage  would  have  been  sustained  by  the  gun, 

c)  It  was  noted  at  FSB  Jay  that  having  tho  tree  lino  within  50-100 
meters  of  the  berm  made  the  FSB  extremely  vulnerable  to  a  ground  attack, 

(3)  Recommendations: 

a)  A  cross  training  program  is  a  necessity, 

b)  Fire  fighting  equipment  must  be  available. 

c)  A  gun  should  bo  detailed  to  fire  self-illumination, 

d)  RPG  screen  should  be  placed  around  each  howitzer  section, 

e)  The  jungle  should  bo  cleared  at  lea3t  200  rioters  from  the  bem.

(1)  Observation:  A  method  is  needed  to  assist  in  removing  supplies  from 
tho  resupply  pad  to  the  Fire  Support  Ease. 

(2)  Evaluation:  Due  to  the  weight  of  155m  ammunition,  and  the  t±oo  involved 
in  removing  it  from  the  resupply  pad  to  the  gun  pits  by  hand  ,  this  battalion

devised  an  "A"  frame,  which  Is  Installed  on  the  front  of  a  2^-ton  truck  with 
winch,  by  this  method,  the  pallets  of  powder  and  projectiles  can  be  lilted  into 
the  bed  of  a  truck  and  off-loaded  into  the  pits  with  minimum  effort.  This  stops 
the  need  to  break  the  pallets  on  the  pad  and  load  each  projectile  by  hand.  This 
method  increases  the  efficiency  of  the  operation.  This  "A"  frame  can  also  be  used 
In  removing  class  IV  and  V  from  the  fire  support  base  to  the  pad  when  the  unit 
Is  required  to  move  to  another  location. 

(  O  Recommendations :  Each  battery  should  have  an  "A"  frame  in  the  field  to 
expedite  the  handling  of  heavy  and  cumbersome  materials.  It  has  been  proven  to 
save  man-hours,  which  can  be  used  for  other  tasks  which  must  be  accomplished  on 
every  Fire  Support  Base.  This  "A"  frame  is  constructed  with  two  15'  x  2V'  pieces 
ot  pipe,  one  37*  x  3/4"  piece  of  cable,  and  a  pulley  which  is  used  in  conjunction 
with  the  winch  of  the  truck. 

g.  L'ommunicat  ions : 

(.1)  Observation:  In  establishing  the  Nui  Ba  Ra  retransmission  station  it 
was  learned  that  interference  of  pairs  of  retransmission  frequencies  is  not  limited 
to  harmonics. 

(2)  Evaluation:  Finding  a  compatible  pair  of  frequencies  involved  more  than 
consulting  interference  charts.  This  is  due  to  the  operation  of  many  such  retrans 
units  at  the  same  location  raising  the  possibility  of  multiple  freq-pair 
interference . 

(3)  Recommendation:  When  involved  in  a  similar  situation  retransmission 
units  and  RC/292's  should  be  separated  as  much  as  possible.  Coordination  must  be 
made  with  other  units  using  retransmission  sets  at  the  same  location  to  insure 
that  all  frequencies  are  compatible.  While  setting  up  such  a  unit  all  work  should 
be  supervised  by  a  competent  communications  technician,  also  a  generator  mechanic. 
Both  should  remain  on  location  until  operation  is  running  smoothly.
